In this 
struggle of life the strong should aid the 
weak. It ennobles tho former and helps 
to alleviate the latter." 

The report heartily approves the high 
praiiru given the relief corps. 

The committee offered a resolution 
that the council of adminhtration pre- 
pare suitable testimonials of apprecia- 
tion by the Grand Army of zeal and 
earnest devotion of Oommandsr*in*Chief 
Alger. 

The encampment at 1 o'olook took a 

recess until 2 p. m. 

At the afternoon session resolutions 
were adopted favoring the removal of 
Gen. Uruut'B remidns from Riverside to 
Arlington, provided it was in accord- 
ance with Mm. Grant's wishes; thank- 
ing conKfosd for passing and the presi- 
dent approving pension laws; favoring 
the making of Ford's theater, tu Wash- 
ington, a National museum for war 
mementoes, and favoring the exemption 
of veterans for examination in classified 
civil service. The majority report of 
the committee on pensions was rejected, 
and a minority report was substituted. 
It afltous ana endorses, wio resolution8 
passed at former encampments and asks 
tor the passing of a service pension bill. 
B. F. Stevenson, of Cynthiana, Ky., was 
elected surgeon-in-chief, and Myron W. 
Reed, of Denver, chapluin-iii-chief. Q*n. 
Veusey named as his adjutant general, 
Joseph H. Goulding, of Rutland, Vt., 
and John Taylor, of rbiladelphia. quar- 
termaster general. 

Afti>r the installation of officers the 
encampment closed.

. COLLISION AT SEA

Ni.w ViiHK, Aug. 1 •"). —Details of the 
wreck of the British steamship Para- 
matta reached this dty Wednesday. 
The vessel sailed from Meli>oume, Aus- 
tralia, homeward bound, on July 20. 
On the seventh night out she came into 
.collision with the bark Ethel Mary, of 
Milford Haven, bound for Auckland. 

The latter was cut almost entirely in 
twain, and sank shortly after the acci- 
dent. Her crew was saved. The steam- 
ship was alHo badly damaged by the col- 
lision, and be^an leaking so freely that 
It was impossible to keep her af.oat. 
After ten aays' hard work at the pumps, 
during which time signals of distress 
had been constantly di.splayed, and 
when the passengers were all about to 
desert the ship, the American ship 
Amboy hove in sight and took off aU 
bands but Capt. Douglass and his offi- 
cers. 

These refused to leave the doomed 
ship and remained on board the wreck 
for three days. They were finally com- 
pelled to desert the Paramatta, and 
after a perilous four days' voyage in a 
small boat they wore picked up by the 
ship Avondale and will be landed at 
Dunedin. New Zealand. The men were 
entirely nroken down when rescued and 
could not have stood their f ufferinga 
much longer. The Paramatta was one 
of the finest ships in the Australian ser- 
vice of the P. & O. Steamship company, 
of London, and cost 1000,000. 

A Big Timber Fire. 

Rapid City, 8. Dak.. Aug. 15.— In the 
Southern hills,, withm a few miles of 
this dty, dark volomee of smoke are 
rising fliom a region understood to be 
twentv miles in extent. The wind at

MUTH SEA SLAVE TRAFFIC.

LoMJON, Aug. 15.— Horrible acconnta 
are received of the slave labor traffic by 
British pUotvn ia the aoath aea. The 
P rwibyti ri Mi mlnlop synod in the New 
BtteidM bM_pMNd ft reaolution to the 
effMt that "Tm Kanaka labor traffic 
bsd, to a larm extent, depopulated the 
2T«w HebridM and adjoining islands, 
nitt family relations amonir the na- 
ttTMi and has been and is the cauHe uf 
moon sorrow, suffering and bloodshed. " 

A missionary named Paton reports 
that ha luid himself seen white men in 
thfir boats taking Kanakas to a labor 
UMil ss the slave ships are called— 
folrcibly lifting them on board, and 
when tiiey tried to swim ashore they 
were knocked down again and again 
until they lay sttipetied on deck and 
were thus carried out to sea. 

Those thought likely to escape are 
fattened with chains on board. A chief 
was shot dead by the crew of one of 
these vessels while attempting to pro- 
tect his daughter, and a native Christian 
teacher was also shot dead. 

This slave trade is carried on under 
the protection of the British tl.i;,' for the 
bsnrat of planters in Qaeenslaud and 
the Fiji iBlanda 

I>or* tlie Csai' Favur Peace ? 

St. PKTER.SBURU, Aug. 15.— An im- 
portant indication of the disposition 
of the czar to maintain peace in fur- 
nished by a ukase which has junt been 
issued, to the effect that all the infantry 
and artillery recruited in 1885, lK->fJ and 
1867 are to be transferred to the reserves 
after the summer maneuverH. This will, 
of ooorse, make a great re«luction in the 
effective struggle of the Russian army. 
The measure remits a year of active 
service in the contingent recruited in 
1886, and two years from that of 1«87. 
Moreover from the beginning of next 
Tear the term of service will be reduced 
from five to four years for the whole of 
the infantry and the foot artillery regi- 



The Atlautlo Cattle Trade. 

London, Aug. 16.— The aKitatlon 
started by Mr. Samuel PlimsoU over the 
question of the cruelty of the Atlantic 
cattle trade is growing greater every 
day. Frightful picturen are drawn of 
sunerings which the animals are com- 
pelled to undergo on the voyage between 
England and America. An attempt in 
also being made to prove that the meat 
of these animals is unlit for food under 
the present conditions of tran«i)ort. A 
bill has already been introduced into 
parliament on the subj.^ct, aud Mr.

The uickets have been 
doubled and every other precaution 
against a revolt has been taken, but the 
likelihood of trouble is still very great. 
The diKcontented feeling among the 
troops in Ireland is siniiliir to that 
which iibtiiins so generally in England, 
and the clamor for an official inve.-itigH- 
tion of the cau.ses of the tri)uble and re- 
dress of tlie grievances of the men is in- 
creasing.

KNIQH T8 OF L ABOR. 

State of Afla n in the Omtral Strike 
aiid Other Lab«r Maws. 

Albany. Ang. IS.— The Central rail- 
road has broken the blockade, and at 
noun four freight trains were moved 
west and three south. Each train was 
protected by about twenty Piukerton 
men. No tippositioh was made by the 
strikers. The men on the Delaware and 
Hudson road went back last night with- 
out any conce.ssiuus being made by the 
road. The strike, so far as the roads 
are concerned, seems to be over, al- 
though the men are as strong in num- 
bers and as confident as ever. There 
was a fracas at East Albany yesterday 
evening between Pinkerton men and 
strikers, in wliich the latter were worst- 
ed. No blood was spilled, but two pris- 
oners were rescued.
